A BYLAW 

To enable (Ha Corporation of the City of 
Victoria to ralsa the sum of 830,000 for 
tho purposes therein set forth. 



WHEREAS the Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria has resolved 
to ralso a further sum of money for tho purpose of 
repairing, extending and carrying on Water Works 
for the supply of water to tho City of Victoria, and 
iu order to do so will require the sum of $M,(X,0 to bo 
obtalnod In tho manner hereinafter recltod. 

And whereas It nill require the sum of $2,013 to be 
ralHod annually by spoe.al rato for the payment of 
tlm said debt and lnturout as is hereinafter mention- 
ed. 

And whereas tho amount of tho wholo rateablopro- 
pei ty of the said Corporation of tho City of Victoria, 
according to tho last revised Assessment" Boll, being 
for thr year 18.0. wss $.',483,8)5, 'irrespective of any 
future Increase of tho rateable property of tho Muni- 
cipality and of any lncomo in tho nature of Tolls, 
InlereHt or Dividends from the work; and also irre- 
spective of any income from the temporary invest- 
ments of tho Binkiag Fund, or of any part thereof. 

And whereas for paying the Interest and creating 
an erisal yearly SlnkiUK Pond for paying tho said 
principal sum of HO.000 and Interest, as hereinafter 
mentioned, It will require an equal annual special 
rate of onc-tjnth of one per cent, in the dollar. 

BE IT TIIEUEFORK ENACTED by the Mayor and 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria. 

1. That it shall bo lawf ul for the Mayor of tho City 
to raise by way.of loan, from any person or persons, 
body or bodies corporate, who may bo willing to ad- 
vance the same upon the credit, of the debentures 
hereinafter mtntluuud, a sura of money not exceed, 
lug in tho wholo the.suui of $20,000, and to causo the 
same to be psid into the hands of the Treasurer of 
tho said Corporation for the purpose and with tho 
object above recited. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for the said Mayor to 
catiso any number of Debentures to be made for such 
sun s of money a« may bo required not less than JluO 
oach, and that tbe said Debentures Khali bo sealed 
with the seal of the said Corporation of tho Cliy of 
Victoria and bo signed by the said Mayor. 

3. That the said Debentures Bh*ll bo matle payable 
In Twenty-live years at furthest from the doy herein- 
after mentioned for this Bylaw to take effect, at tho 
ofllco of the Treasurer of tho Corporation of tho said 
City of Victoria and shall havo attached to them 
Coupons for the payment of the Interest. 

4. That the said Debentures shall boar interest at 
and after tho rate of eight per cent, per annum from 
tho date thereof, which lnt rest shall be payable half- 
yearly at the oSlce of tho Trcaaurer of tho Munici- 
pality. 

6. That for the purpose of forming a Sinking Fund 
for tnc payment of tho bald Debentures aud the in- 
terest at tho rate aforesaid to become duo thereon, 
as equal special rate of one-tenth ef one cent in tho 
dollar shall, In addition to all other rates, bo raised, 
levied aud coll. cted In each year upon oil rateable 
property In the said Municipality during tbe con- 
tinuance of tho said Debentures or any of thorn. 

0. Olauno two of tho "Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 
1878," Is hereby smenHed by striking oat the words 
one per cent, and inserting in lieu thereof tho words 
nine-tenths of one per cent. 

T. It shall be lawful for thosaid Municipal Council 
from time to time to repurchase eny of tho said De- 
bentures from persons desirous or selling the same; 
and all Debonture3 so repurchased shall bo forthwith 
cancelled and destroyed, aud no reissue of Deben- 
tures shall be made In conscquenco of such repur- 
chase. 

8 That this Bylaw shall take effect and come into 
operation upon the fifteenth day of May, A.D. 1877. 

9. This Bylaw may be cited for al. purposes oa the 
"Water Works Debentare and Revenue Bylaw Amend- 
ment Bylaw, 1877."

SELP-PROTECTION. 

Victoria should arouso herself to the 
emergency of the situation. The time is 
rapidly approaching when all able-bodied 
men will bo called on to stand shoulder to 
shoulder in dofonco of home ap<l country. 
Grim-viMftged war is naaror at hand than 
many can bring themselves to believe. 
Great Britain is almost certain to bo em- 
broiled in tho war now raging in the East; 
and British Columbians will not attempt 
to evade the responsibilities that attach 
to them as British subjects. Our situa- 
tion is such as to expose us to attack al- 
most immediately after a declaration of 
war. It is right, it is proper, it is neces- 
sary that early stops should bo taken to 
prepare tho place for defence by the en- 
rolment of ovory availablo man. It has 
been suggested that a public meeting bo 
called by the Mayor to devise moans for 
self-protection, arid to assist the Imperial 
forces as far as possiblo in maintaining 
tho honor and intogrity of tho nation. Wo 
leol confident that thoro will bo a unani- 
mous response to auy call to arms that 
may be made on tho population of Vic- 
toria. 

THE BRITISH COLUMBIA HARBORS. 

Yesterday wo employed considerable 
spaco in laying beforo tho readers of The 
Colonist tho replies of Naval officers to 
a series of questions relative to tho har- 
bors of the Province, addressed to them 
on behalf of tho Dominion Government. 
Tho object of tho questions was to ascer- 
tain from the most, coiiipetaut. authorities 
the best point on the Pacific coast for tho 
Western terminus of tho Oinndiau Pacific 
Railway. A caroful perusal of the im- 
plies loads to the inovitabio conclusion 
that the weight of tho testimony points to 
Burrard Inlet as the best (commercially 
speaking) harbor on the Mainland of 
■which the Naval authorities and engin- 
eers have an intimate knowledge. Fred- 
•rick Arm, at tho entrance of Bute Inlet, 
and Port Easington, at Skoennmouth, 
from its nearness to tho Asiatic Coast, aro 
mentioned, if other things are found to 
be equal, as powerful competitors of Bur- 
rard Inlet for tho terminus; but wo ontor- 
tain little or no fear of Port Essington being 
■elected. Skeena River is too far North- 
its latitude being 51:10— the winters are 
too rigorous, tho snows too deep, the ice 
too thick, tho extent of country available 
for settlement too small, and tho sea ap- 
proaches too hazardous to render a line 
of railway built along it of any value 
either to tho Dominion or tho Province 
Frederick Arm is a small, snug harbor 
lying a little to the North of Bute Inlet, 
and could be reached by rail from Wad- 
dington harbor at the head of tho Inlet. 
From this Arm to a choioe of t*o good 
harbors on tho Vancouver shore there 
would be ferriage of 15 miles through a 
natural canal perfectly laudlockod and as 
calm as a millpond, whenco a line of rail 
would carry commcrco to Quatsino or 
Barclay Sound on tho West Coast 
of Vancouver Island or to Es- 
quimalt in its southernmost corner 
Frederick Arm is said to bo approachable 
by sail from tho North end ot the Island 
through Queen Charlotte Sound; and 
should the buto Inlet route be finally adopt- 
ed tho railway would not come beyond 
Frederick Arm until a line of rail hud been 
built to some port on Vancouver Island. 
Frederick Arm, and even Port Essington, 
aro deolared to bo preferrable to Burrard 
Inlet from a military point of view. It is 
shown that ships bound to Burrard Inlet 
would havo to pass beneath the guns of 
batteries erected on islands in tho posses- 
sion of the Americans, aud in case of war 
with tho United Statos there would bo 
indeed a terminus to British commerce 
on the Pacific! Mr. Fleming throws out 
tho suggestion that a ferry could be estab- 
lished from English Bay across the Gulf 
of Georgia to Nanaimo, whenco a lino of 
railway to Esquimalt or elsewhere would 
establish tho actuil terminus onVuncouvor 
Island. But tno day could never come 
when there would exist an unbroken lino 
of rail from ocean to ocoan. Tho Gulf of 
Georgia could not bo bridged. There 
would always remain a gup in railway con- 
nection that could cover bo closed if 
Burrard Iulet wero chosen. Tho report 
further shows that it is praoticablo to 
bridgo Seymour Narrows whenever tho 
•xigoncies of commerce may demand that 
tho work shall be dono. It is not denied 
that the task would bo expensive and diffi- 
cult; but tho same is said in tho progress 
ruport of tho F/aVer Kivor route, to build 
the railway along which would cost sev- 
eral millions more than if it followed any 
other route. Surprise has boen manifest- 
ed that in malting inquiries as to 
the harbors of tho Mainland no in- 
formation was asked as to tho har- 
bors of Vancouver Island, This could 
hardly havo been other than an intention'' 
nl omission, tho most plausible explana- 
tion of which is that tho fullest informa- 
tion respecting tho Island harbors was 
already in tho bands of tho Government'; 
Had tho opinion of the Naval authorities 
been asked as to tho valuo of Esquimalt 
harbor the answer would have been that 
it is destitute of bar or rock; that it is 
commodious, landlocked; may bo entered 
nt all tides in all weathers and on tho 
darkest nights; that tho anchorage is ex- 
cellent; that tho approaches are Ba(o and 
easy; and that, taken all in ull, it has no 
superior and few peers in the world. A 
lino of railway through British Columbia 
via Bute Inlet would traverse tho centre 
of tho Proviuco. It would be so (remote 
from tho border tint a hostilo force could 
novor Huver tho communication; Tho 
oommerco that employed it would not ex- 
ist on tho Buffurauce or captico of a for- 
oigu neighbor. No frowning battories or 
skillfully contrived torpedoes muk iu 



narrow channels could close it. The pal- 
try consideration of sectional prejudico 
ought to he lost sight of when the enter- 
prise under disoussion is a national oue. 
If wo regarded tho Railway as a Provincial 
work we should favor the adoption of tho 
Frasor Rivor route. But looking upon it 
as a work iu which is involved tho exist- 
ence of tho Dominion, wo unhesitatingly 
pronounce in favor of the Central or Bute 
Inlet route . 

The British. Parliament on the Eastern 
Question. 



We havo copies of the Portland Oregon- 
ian which contains tho gist of an import- 
ant debate on the Eastern question and 
Groat Britain's policy in tho House of 
Commons, May 7th and 8th. Acting on 
tho advico of Lord Granville, Gladstone 
withdrew tho greator part of tho resolu- 
tion of which he had given notice. Dur- 
ing the debate Prince Louis Napoleon 
aud othor distinguished foroiguers wore 
in tho gallorios. The Marquis of Hart- 
ington thought these resolutions might 
receive general support. There was a 
most tumultuous scone. Sir Stafford 
Northcoto thought tho Houso was placed 
in a ridiculous position, but of two un- 
pleasantnesses ho would ohooso tho loast, 
and consont to go on with tho dobato. 
Gladstone, in moving his first resolution, 
said ho did not intend to move a censure 
on the Government booause he did not 
see what public iutorest would bo thoroby 
promoted; ho din not refrain bocauso ho 
bolievod them unreasonable. The words 
Lost all claim to tho moral and material 
support of England," wero, in his opinion, 
necessary, because under tho name of 
moral Bupport as much had boon dono as 
might at somo not distant day bo done in 
tho name of protection of the British in- 
terest. The squadron sont to Bosika Bay 
to protoct Christians had been increased to 
a fleet to overawe thoseabound provinces 
of Turkey. Tho reforms in tho Turkish 
constitution, in which Lord Derby ex- 
pressed a disbeliof, wore revived in Earl 
Derby's answor, for ho knew of no ohap 
tor in a history of the last sixty years of 
our foreign policy so deplorable as that 
of tho last eighteen months. He repoat- 
od his former accusations as to Sir Henry 
Elliott's encouragemont of Turks during 
tho conference. The conference became 
a farce from tho moment Turkey was in 
formed that England would not enforce 
tho decision that might bo arrived at. He 
Gladstone) lookod with some suspicion 
to tho movemont of Russia alono. Tho 
satilcm«nt of tho question by Austria and 
Russia would oo uuoatiafactory, because 
as neighboring states they aro expiiBnd to 
great temptation, but the conscience of 
mankind would no longer be content with 
remonstrances and expostulations. If wo 
aro unprepared to go further we must bo 
prepared to soa tho duty pass into other 
hands. Gladstone declared that the Porto, 
especially Midhat Pasha, directly instigat- 
ed tho masaaores. It is incompatible with 
tho honor of England to bo content with 
protests and remonstrances after tho atro- 
cities had been mentioned inRoyal speech. 
No British interests aro endaugtrod. Rus- 
sia was not mad enough to touch British 
interests. Tho oause of those who revolted 
against their Turkish oppressors was one 
of tho noblest that ever unimated tho hu- 
man broats. Whether England now do- 
fended or deserted the causo of tho op- 
pressed nationalities, the knell of Turkish 
tyranny had sounded. Its downfall, como 
from whose hands it night, would bo 
gladly accepted by Christendom and the 
world. 

The English Press on Great Britain's 
Policy. 

Tho Saturday Review says moderate lib 
erals and regular leaders of tho opposition 
perform apainf ul duty in separating them- 
selves from their former chief. Mr. Glad- 
stone can for a moment think of nothing 
bnt Bulgarian massacres, and ho is insen- 
sible to tho imminent risk of destroying a 
historical English party. Tho Pall Mall 
Gazette says in breaking through tho 
foeble organization which his party in tho 
course of three sessions has barely sustain 
ed, it is not all impossible that Mr. Glad- 
stone has destroyed tho party itself. Tho 
Spectator assorts there is nothing at all in 
any of Gladstone's resolutions to embar- 
rass tho government uuloss it is bont on 
plunging us sooner or later into war for 
tho protection of Turkey. Every chango 
which a spectator can note in tho attitude 
of tho government is a change in ono 
direction, a chango hostile to Russia aud 
favorable to Turkey; a change in tho direc- 
tion of reproaching Russia and apologis- 
ing to Turkey; u chango toward suspicion 
of Occidental power and sympathy with 
Oriental power. If Lord Hartingtou and 
his colleagues persist in their intoulion to 
support Sir Johu Lubbock, wo can only 
say that tho best course for tho liberal 
party is to rid itself of tho weight of tho 
leaders who cannot leada*d replaco Glad- 
stone, whothor he will or not, in hi* posi- 
tion which he oughl novor to havo desert 
cd. Sir Henry Wolfl", conservative, 
deprecated finding tho country to a hard 
ami last lino of conduct. Ho moved th.-.t 
tho llouso declines to entertain any reso 

lutibn Which may cmbarrnH tho st>»"»-'"- 

ment in its maintenance of peace and the 
protection of British interests without in- 
dicating any alternative lino of policy. 
Sir Houry Wolff's motion emanated di- 
rectly from tho government, Sir Stafford 
Northcoto having suggested its terms 
during a preliminary dobato. Jos. Cham- 
berlain, radical from Birmingham, said 
tho Houso had tho right to know to what 
length tho government considered that 
Russia should bo allowed to go without 
English interference. Mr. Cross, Home 
Secretary, believed tho country would ho 
astonished at Gladstone at the last mo- 
n e it dropping the most material part of 
hi.* resolutions. Tho government's policy 
Ind been throughout consistent and 
straightforward, Gladstone dare not tell 
the Houso or tho country that ho was pro- 
pared to go to war against Turkey as an 
ally of Russia, nndjet that was tho point 
to which his policy would tend. The 
very basis of tho Constantinople confer- 
< nco was that tho independence ami in- 
tegrity of the Ottoman Empire should b.i 
maintained, and it would have been a 
gross breach of faith if it had been doclar- 
od as Gladstone Bpeni" to think it should 
havo boen, that tho decision of the eon- 
fuienco would be enforced by war. Tur- 
key's reply to tho Protocol wns blind and 
foolish. 8ho is now suffering for her ful- 
ly; but thin o was nothing to justify Rus- 
sia in holding tho protocol like a pistol to 
her head and acting in contraven- 
tion of tho treaty of 1871. The powor 
responsible for breaking tho united ac- 
tion of Europe was Russia. Turkoy is 
now engaged in a death struggle God 
alono know what mi K ht bo tho result, but 
tho wholo efforts of tlio British Govern- 
ment must bo directed to loealijo the war 



and preserve a strict neutrality. If the 

Czar would keep big word pledged to Lord 
IioftUB, that ho had no intention to take 
Constantinople, but only to obtain the 
amelioration of tho condition of Chris- 
tians thoro would bo no question of inter- 
ference with British interests. If tho op- 
position advocated war against Turkey 
they should plainly fay bo, but if they 
only intended to bark loudly and not to 
bite, such a policy is wholly unworthy 
and would never have the sauotion of the 
public. Tho opposition appeared to 
attach moro importance to having 
tho country united in view of the dissen- 
sions of Europo. On tho evening of the 8th 
tho debato was resumed. Childors, Lib- 
oral, considered that tho third and fourth 
resolutions contained the germs of the so- 
lution of tho Eastern question. He com- 
plained of tho anti-Russian bias display- 
ed by ministerialists, and censured Earl 
Derby's reply to Prince Gortsohakoff as 
ill considered and tonding to provoke 
Russia and revive tho hopos of Turkey. 
Viscount Sandon defended the Govern- 
ment. He believed that the approval and 
encourue;oment held out to Russia was 
far moro seriona and more calculated to 
oxl end the war because directly opposed 
to the interests of Austria, Germany and 
and Italy. Roebuck asserted England 
might as well declaro war on account of 
Ihe treatment of tho Indians of Amorica 
as on account of that of tho Christian* in 
Turkey. Lowo denied that Gladstone's 
resolutions meant war with Turkey. The 
Goverumont policy was marked by strange 
perversity. Nothing could havo bees 
more insulting to Russia than the 
trcatmout of tho protocol and of Prince 
GorUchakofFs noto. England and not 
Russia hud separated herself from Euro- 
pean concert. Dobato adjourned until 
Thursday. 

The New Water Loan, 

Editoh Colonist:— With respect to the 
by law on which tho citizens will bo call- 
ed ujjou to vote on Monday next, it will 
not he amiss to draw attention to the fact 
that tho acceptance of this by-law will not 
impose upon tho property owners or other 
ratepayers of the city any additional taxa- 
tion. If the by-law is passed it will ro- 
dueo tho real estate tax from ono per cent, 
to nine-tenth of one per cent, for ordinary 
municipal purposes, aud the other ono- 
tonth will bo dovoted to meeting tho in- 
terest and sinking fund on tho proposed 
loan of 820,000. It is essential that tho 
city should beiu a position to raise money 
to complete tho water works and pay off 
tho existing liabilities. The iuvet-ttueut 
will bo n remunerative one, because) for 
evory S100 exponded for extending tlin 
water supply tho average increase is 15 to 
18 per cent., and as tho corporation pro- 
pose to pay 8 per cent, for tho debentures 
there will bo a clear profit to tho city of 
from seven to nine per cent , which will 
in a very short time make up to tho city, 
tho amount deducted from her ordinary 
revenue to meet the interest and sinking 
fund. 

It is hoped that tho citizens will have 
sufficient confidence in the solvency of the 
city to take up this loan without having to 
oiler it to outside parties. The security 
cannot bo altered or varied by any future 
Council, and the rate once struck will bo 
always sot apart for tho sole purposes of 
this loam Cms.

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, May 10.— Sultau Abdul 
Humid refuses to allow the "Herald'' 
correspondent to accompany tho Turk- 
ish army. 

The "Tribune's" Washington spe- 
cial says: During tho fiscal year ending 
Juno 30, 1876, tho estimated gain in 
stock of gold in the country, after 
making allowanco for exportations used 
in tho arts, was in the neighborhood 
of eight and a half million dollars, 
while tho gain in silver was about 
twenty-two millions. During the pre- 
sent fiscal year not only has the entire 
product of our gold and silver mines 
been retained in tho country, but in 
addition to Ibis a small balance in our 
favor, has resulted from our trade with 
foreign countries, the present move- 
ment of gold and silver towards Europe 
may destroy this balance before the 
closo of tho year; but it now seems 
probable that an amount of precious 
metal equal to the ontiro produce of 
our mines during tho year will be re- 
tained in the country. This will be in 
tho neighborhood of from ninety mil- 
lions to one hundred millious; and as 
latest advices from tho west show a 
larger per centage of tho whole amount 
will bo in gold, than during several 
previous years, the amount of that 
metal which will havo accumulated by 
20th of Juno, 1877, will probably be 
at least about fifty millions. If the 
administration should considor it wise 
to begin tho accumulation of gold 
coin aud bullion for tho purpose of 
roduciug greenbacks on January 1st, 
1879, it could probably do so without 
at present drawing heavily upon Eu- 
ropean stock aud without, seriously 
disturbing tho equilibrium of tho money 
markets of the Old World.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

London. May G — Tho excitement 
over the parliamentary battle which be- 
gins in the House of Commons to-mor- 
row almost overshadows the interoot 
iu dilatory operations of war. It is 
arranged tc devote Monday and Tues- 
day to debate Gladstone's resolutions, 
and tho division is to be taken on the 
second night. At the conference of 
liberal leadora on Friday it was decided 
to follow the course provisionally 
agreed upon on Wednesday, by voting 
for Sir John Lubbock's amendment in 
favor of tho previous question, there- 
fore in condemnation of Gladstone's 
resolutions, which is, that they call 
upon Parliamont to affirm that the re- 
sponsibility of the war rests with the 
misgovernment and oppression of the 
Porte, that British sympathy ought to 
be on the side of Turkey's assailants, 
and British power ought to be exerted 
in conjunction with Russia, in order to 
bring about a dismemberment of tho 
Ottoman Empire in Europe. It is es- 
timated that somewhat more than 100 
liberals will vote with Gladstone. The 
argument of those who deprecate 
Gladstone's course is that if he 
should be supported only by a small 
section of liberuls he will have cast 
unjust discredit on tho strength of the 
party opposed to any armed interven- 
tionin behalf of Turkey; if he musters 
a creditable following bo will have 
rendered Lord Hartington's position 
almost untenable. In either event he 
will have divided tho opposition into 
two camps and thereby played into the 
hands of tho government. 

A Constantinople special says not- 
withstanding tho Russian promise that 
Turkish ships should havo eight days 
to leave Turkish waters, ton Turkish 
ships were seized at Kertch the day 
after the declaration of war. 

Vienna, May 8.— A letter from Ber- 
lin says Count Seelohy, Austrian Am- 
bassador to Turkey, will, ou his return 
to Constantinople, acquaint the Porte 
of Austria's intention to enter Bosnia 
and probably Servia. 

Berlin, May 8 — Russia is seeki ig 
German machinists in order to make 
the Russian navy ready for sea as soon 
as possible. Numbers of American 
Lovant officers, engineers, and machin- 
ists have boon arriving at Seambourg, 
for somo time, on thoir way to St. Pe- 
tersburg. 

Bucharest, May 8. — The Turks coas- 
od cannonading at Kalafat on account 
of the vigorous roply of tho Rouman- 
ians. 

London, May 7.— Thero was a great 
mooting at St James' ball to-night iu 
support of Gladstone's resolutions. Tho- 
mas Hughes presided. Tho Dukes of 
Westminster aud Argylo sent fi tters of 
sympathy. Resolutions wore pas-ed de- 
claring that for England to engage in a 
war which might have tho effect of pro 
longing Turkish rule would ho a crime 
against tho world. The meeting separat- 
ed in disordei, an amendment having 
been proposed to vote confidence in Glad- 
stone. 

An overflowing meeting was hold at 
Trafalgar Square to night, at whioh coun- 
ter resolutions were proposed, expressing 
confidence iu tho government aud not in 
Gladsiono. It is impossible to say which 
burriod. 

Burke said tho government was not pro- 
pared to ooutest the Powers right to 
blockade the Black Sea. Layard had 
beon telegraphed to ask an extension of 
some days for British shipping and tho 
Porto complied. 

Sullivan'^aid on Monday ho would ask 
Cross, Homo Suoiot.iry, to explain his in- 
timation that England would defond 
Egypt from interference or attack. Ho 
wanted to know first if tho government 
meant to orablo Egypt to participate in 
tho war by supplying Turkey with troops 
without risk of retaliation. Second, whe- 
ther the government was rosolved, if 
Russia should retafiato on Egypt by at- 
tacking Alexandria, to employ tbo Britisk 
arms against Russia; third, whether tho 
intimation to Turkoy and Egypt that their 
respoctivo ports would ho more or less 
proteoted against hostility, is not a de- 
parturo from strict neutrality ? 



In the House of LordB the Duke of 

Rutland criticized in strong languago 
Doihy's reply to Gorlschakoff. The reply, 
he said, was liable to be misinterpreted, 
as a departure from strict neutrality, and' 
asked whether it was submitted to be ap- 
proved by tho other powers before it was 
sent. Lord Dorby in reply to the sug- 
gestion that tho reply should havo boen 
submitted to other powers was unprece- 
dented. He did not doubt tho sincerity 
of tho Czar's doolaration to Lord Loftu« 
but lio could not forget that a Buspicious 
army was nt the same time preparing for 
war, and that declarations of a differaut 
kind had boon made at Moscow. Ho de- 
nied that the reply was inconsistent with 
neutrality. Wo aro not bound, ho said, 
to abstain from expressing an opinion 
whioh wo were invited to give on tho 
merits of a quarrel. He deprecated min- 
isters being nightly called upon to ex- 
press opinions upon delicate questions. 

Gen. Limons will command tho British 
forces. 

Recent intelligence from England, es- 
pecially Lord Derby's reply to Prince 
Gortschakoff, revived confidence in Tur- 
koy. It is beliovod Turkey may still look 
to England for support. It is said also 
that Austria seems determined to opposo 
the entry of tho Russians into Servia. 

Bucharest, May 8.— The Turks are 
bombarding Kalafat from Widdin, and 
lheRoumani.au batteries are returning 
the fire. 

LiviERFooL, May 8.— The Post says:— 
Her Majesty's war ship Achilles, lying in 
the Mersey, received instructions yoster- 
day to procoed to Plymouth. We are in- 
formed that tbo Government has already 
65,000 troops and 11,000 horses ready to 
embark at any moment. 

London, May 8.— A Times dispatch 
from Vienna says the news of the unsuc- 
cessful attempt of tho Russians to carry 
Ears by a Coup d'e'at is confirmed by Rus- 
sian bulletins, which speak even of two 
attempts to storm Sidel. Iu consequence 
of this apprehensions entertained at Con- 
stantinople about tho fight at Kara are at 
rest. The supposition is that the Rus- 
sians will not sit down before Ears, but 
will invest it and procoed with the bulk 
ol their forces towards Erzoronm. 

Vienna, May 7. — News of tho English 
armament causes alarm here. 

It is reportod that Turkoy is endeavor- 
ing to socure British intervention in re- 
turn for the session of a harbor in Crete 
for establishing a naval station oouimand- 
ing tho Suez Canal. 

Peotit, May 7. — To avoid giving Austria 
occasion to desort from her neutrality 
the Russian commanders havo orders not 
to cross the Danube near Kalafat, nor go- 
ing anywhere with the Servian army. 
The Czar, for tho same reason, notified 
Montonogro to remain on the defense for 
tho samo reason; also the Czar intends to 
revoke her order for mobilizing her mili- 
tia. 

Cairo, May 7.— The King of Abyssinia 
has declared war against the Khedive for 
violating the frontier. 

Tho rebellion in Darflour is increasing. 
In consequence of these events tho Khe- 
dive has refused further assistance to the 
Porto. 

Berlin, May 7.— It is officially an- 
nounced that tho protection of Russian 
subjeots has been confided to the consuls 
of Germany. 

Athens' May 7 — On tho occasion of a 
speech delivered in honor of a Greek gen- 
eral killed during the war of indepen- 
dence, a large number of those attending 
the meeting paraded the streets ihouting 
war, war. The prime minister addressed 
tho people aud said that while he compre- 
hended their outhusia»m he must urge 
tho necessity of prudence. 

London, ilay 7— The Channel fleet, it 
is stated, has orders to proceed to the Me- 
diterranean. 

Berlin, May 7— Russia intends to es- 
tablish a forced rate of exohange. Tho 
loss in discounting bills is now nearly 
fifty per cent. 

London, May 7 — The dockyard authori- 
ties have ordered torpedo gear for the 
Micatour to bo completed by the 25th 
instant, so that Bhe may proceed to Ply- 
mouth to joiu the ships of the squadron. 

A Pesth dispatch says Austria has noti- 
fied Russia and tho Porto the interrup- 
tion of the free navigation of the Danube 
can only bo temporary. 

Vienna, May 9. — Tho Sullan has re- 
solved to proclaim a holy war. 

Berlin, May 7. — Lord Derby's reply to 
Gortschakoff 'a circular has produced con- 
siderable surprise and sensation hero. It 
is said to havo caused serious pain and 
displeasure at St. Petersburg. 

The Russian telegraphic agency says 
wo are assured tho governmont will not 
answer Derby's note. That would be to 
carry ou controversy when it is a question 
of making history. Boiliu the National 
Gazette thinks the only possible roply 
would bo a declaration of war. Other 
journals declare it is a most serious 
juncture. 

Paris, May 7. — Tho Temps, comment- 
ing on Earl Derby's notf, says such lan- 
guage is rarely used in communications 
from one friendly power to another. 

The Loire remarks that Gn;at Britain's 
neutrality closely ros-ombles tho Czar's 
speech prior to tho outbroak of tho war. 
Russia wished for. peace. England un- 
dertakes to remain neutral, but the best 
intentions fail under tho force of oiroura- 
stances. 

London, May 7. — Tho Times alluding 
to Saturday's depression, Bays a tendency 
to panic pervades the city on all sides, in 
consequence of distrust of tho govern- 
ment's intentions. It may pass away, but 
tbore is danger that any b„d news would 
develop it.
